- The applicant argues that the examiner has failed to establish that the invention is prima facie obvious and the motivation provided by 
the examiner counters the teachings of Kimiaki and is not found within the Sandelius reference. 

the examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both references teach emitting light source from within a mobile 
phone through a window on the case and it would be obvious that the light emmited in a direction that is at an angle greater than zero 
degrees to the surface of the wiring board above the light emmiting section would provide easier viewing for the user. 

Kimiaki clearly teaches that the light from the LED is irradated substantially vertically to transparent window 2 the transparent window 
is lighted with substantially equal intensity of illumination, so it is obvious that the light emitting section is at an angle greater than zero 
degrees (English Abstact, i.e. LED 4), it is very well known in the art that an LED has a light emitting surface directed in a direction that is 
at an angle greater than zero degrees to the surface of the wiring board above which the light emitting section is positioned, especially 
since the surface of the LED is semi-circular, to the examiner the surface of an LED ranges from 0-90 degrees to the surface of the wiring 
board due to the semi-circular surface. 

Further, the examiner is not picking and choosing elements from the various references to arrive at the claimed invention, since both 
references teach emitting light source from within a mobile phone through a window on the case. 

- The applicant argues that Kimiaki and Sandelius teach no motivation to combine with the teaching of Ariga. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, all references teach of LEDs and the examiner is utilizing the Ariga 
reference to show that the side emitting LED is well known in the art and it would have been obvious for an artisan skilled in LED's, used 
for the purposes of illuminating an indicator, to use a different type of LED in a mobile phone, (for further support see. Phillips U.S. 
Patent 5708428, Col.2;32-41 and Col. 1; 13-1 8) 
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
